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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Lines 10-15 on page 16 state "Figs. 1A and 1B are block diagrams showing a 
functional construction of a test specification formation supporting apparatus according 
to the invention. This functional construction is realized by executing a program by a 
computer in which a test specification formation supporting program of the invention is 
installed." It is not understood how the execution of a computer program can create all 
of the elements contained in figures 1Aand 1B. It does not appear possible for a 
computer program to create elements like terminal 40, analyzing unit 14, internal 
memory 20, classification table analyzing unit 30, etc. 
Appropriate correction or clarification is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,17, 33, 35, and 37-40 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

4. Claims 2-16, 18-32, 34, and 36 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the references cited or the art searched disclose or teach alone or in 
combination the test specification formation apparatus or method which includes the 
test factor classification which analyzes class design information software designed by 
object orientation and forma a template of a test factor classification table including test 
factors which influence the method of a test target. 

Relevant Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Hartmann (6505342) discloses a system and method of testing component 
based software by mapping a global behavioral model to a test specification using 
object oriented code and an object oriented language compiler. 
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Petrenko (6697961) discloses a system and method of estimating test coverage 
where test situations and their classes are classified based on implementation source 
code using object oriented input data. 

Kossatchev (6698012) discloses a method and system for testing procedures 
including script drivers, which consists of declarations and a body, and where the 
declarations are generated based on the test and specification procedures. Procedures 
include instances of object-oriented classes. 

Kossatchev (6898784) discloses a verification system for a procedure interface 
using an Algebraic Design Language and extensions of Java and other object-oriented 
languages, where the procedure interfaces of the target System Under Test are 
classified using the specifications.
